‘What Doth It Profit. . .’ 


E had lunch last week with a 

devout Catholic who has spent 
some 35 years in holy and happy 
wedlock with a Presbyterian. 

He sent his children to Catholic 
grammar and high school—indeed, 
most often it was the Protestant 
mother who drove them to school 
in her car. 

But being a loyal Cornell alum- 
nus, he thought that with 12 years 
of Catholic schooling, his children 
should be able to withstand any 
unfavorable influences to be found 
in that non-sectarian university. 

Box-score to date: Each of his 
four children is married to a non- 
Catholic. One is divorced and mar- 
ried to a divorcee. Another has 
lost the faith, and her child—over 
a year old—is stil] in Original Sin. 

Such was the result of the fa- 
ther’s mixed marriage plus non- 
Catholic university training. 

Another father told us recently, 
with tears in his voice, that he 
made the mistake of sending»his 
son to Carnegie Tech for a degree 
in printing. But the boy also picked 
up a few credits in psychology—at 
the expense of his faith. Now he’s 
nothing. 

Apparently Catholic grammar 
and high school don’t count for too 
much in the face of non-sectarian 
university training. The youngsters 
take their religion pretty much 
for granted, and temptations in 
matters of Faith are few and at 
worst minor ones. 

But when the boy or girl gets to 
college, it’s different. He turns 
over a new leaf. He is now making

CAPTAIN in the Chinese Communist army on a tour of 

inspection walked into the prison cell of several of our 
missionaries. The toes were out of his shoes, his clothes 
were ragged and unkempt; he had no mark of distinction 
about him except the insignia of his rank. One of the 
missionary prisoners said to him: “It is now five o’clock in 
the afternoon, you have not eaten anything yet today.” “No,” 
he replied, “I cannot eat the people’s rice until I do the 
people’s work.” So absorbed was he in world revolution, 
that instead of thinking what he could get out of the Com- 
munist government, he was concerned only with what he 
could give. 


We have just finished reading the life of an ex-Communist 
whom we converted. As a lawyer she worked for seven years at 
sixty dollars a week, went without food, and on many occasions 
worked through the night, on orders to turn America over to the 
Communists, if possible. 


What has happened to our zeal? Would we do for Christ 
what the Communist soldier did for anti-Christ? Our Lord 
said: “It is fire that I have come to spread over the earth, 
and what better wish can I have than that it should be en- 
kindled?” Have the Communists stolen the Pentecostal fire? 
Our faith, Christ tells us, ought to be an ardent, burning, 
flaming thing—a subject for enthusiasm. Have we grown 
cold, while they are ablaze? Are the Communists taking up 
the Cross as we lay it down, because sacrifice is irksome? 
Think of the Communist youths who promised to eat only one 
meal a day, and work 18 hours a day until the revolution 
came. 


Communists do not make Communism a Sunday affair. They 
work seven days a week for their cause, while we work one day 
a week for the cause of Christ. Our Lord did not come into this 
world to give laudanum to the sons of men, or to prepare down 
for the sleepers. He came to give a cross, and bade us to take it 
up, not on Sundays but every day.

What The Kids Read 


Most of you probably don’t 
see these objectionable comics, 
but they can do a great deal of 
harm to the morals of the chil- 
dren who read them, 


A number of these comics 
stress gruesome or inhuman 
plots. They inspire feelings of 
terror, fear and morbid curiosity 
in the young readers. These in- 
clude stories about zombies, Fran- 
kensteins, mutilated bodies, and 
such like. 

Crime comics picture for the 
readers just how criminals plan 
and carry out crimes. The crim- 
inals are caught in the end, usually 
because they made one little slip. 
But the general impression given 
the children is that they would 


have gotten away with the crime) 


if it had not been for that slip. 


The crimes described in these 
comics include murders, rapes, 
armed _ robberies, burglaries, 
thefts, kidnappings, arsons, and} 
the use of narcotics. The police | 
files are full of cases of juveniles 
caught committing these very 
crimes after reading about them 
in comics. Not long ago a youth 
who was caught following a bur- 
glary exclaimed, “I can’t under- 
stand it. I did exactly what the 
man in my comic book did.” 


Brutality and violence are por- 
trayed in many comics too. Kids 
can get the impression that such 
things as stabbings, beatings, eye- 
gouging, and burnings are every- 
day occurrences. Advertisements 
in these comics tempt the readers 
to get knives, guns and other dan- 
gerous weapons. 


You've probably read of cases 
where young boys have hanged 
playmates, tied them to a tree and 
started a fire to their clothing, 
and have performed other brutal 
assaults on them. These kids 
“learn” to do these things in the 
comic books they read. 


There are also a ? many 
comics that are sexually indecent. 
Probably the worst offenders are 
the love comics. These tell the 
story of young boys and girls fall- 
ing in “love,” often with a married 
man er woman. Lewd and sugges- 
tive embraces are pictured for the 
readers. 

These comics are aimed at the 
young girl who is just entering the 
age of puberty. If nothing else, 
they arouse in these girls an im- 
proper curiosity about sex. 

Some of these comics even pic- 
ture perversions such as homosex- 
uality, sadism, and masochism. 

Even comics that don’t deal with 
sexual activities can be very dan- 
gerous to the morals of their young 
readers. Those which show the 
male and female characters scantily 
clad, that expose the breasts of 
the female characters or the genital 
organs of both male and female 
characters, or emphasize them be- 
neath transparent or - tight-fitting 
clothing, can be gravely harmful to 
youth who are just beginning to 
feel sexual urges. 

These types of comic books have 
been on the newsstands long 
enough. And more and more of 
them are appearing all the time. 

The flood will not be completely 
checked by Judge Charles F. Mur- 
phy and the association, which he 
eads, of 24 of the 27 principal 
publishers of comic books. Many 
of the worst so-called comics have 
not been published by any of the 
members of the new association 
and have been of the “under the 
counter” variety of magazines sold 
in almost every city of the nation. 
Legislation with teeth in it is re- 
quired to stop such sales. 

And just one simple letter from 
you to your mayor or councilman 


might be just what’s needed to rid 
our coun dangerous 
menace.

This was the secret too of the 
astonishing spread of the faith in 
the first centuries.

This is the combination used by 
the missionaries in Africa where 
the Church in recent years has 
achieved by far her greatest gains.

‘Right To Work 
Laws Check Right 
Of Association 


Washington —(NC)— “Right-to- 
work” laws violate the natural 
right of association, according to 
Father William Kelley, O.M.1., well- 
known labor priest, in a nation- 
wide radio interview here. 

The Oblate priest was interview- 
ed by Harry Flannery on his ar- 
ticle in The Machinist titled “The 
Right To Work,” during the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor program, 
are See It,” on the ABC net- 
work. 


FATHER KELLEY reiterated 
his stand that the so-called “right- 
to-work” laws passed by 17 states 
are immoral according to Catholic 
teaching. He said that to deny the 
use of the necessary means to ob- 
tain a just end, namely the right 
of association, is contrary to sound 
morality and the teaching of the 
Church. 

“In my judgment,” he stated, 
“these ‘right-to-work’ laws are an 
interference with the necessary 
means to obtain a just end.” 

Asked whether he gave a sweep- 
ing approval to security clauses in 
labor contracts, he referred to his 
article and said: ' 

“In all efforts to achieve se- 
curity clauses in collective bar- 
gaining contracts, it is absolutely 
mecessary that such _ efforts 
should be morally achieved, and 
democratically operated. There 
must be no violence, no force, 
no intimidation of any kind, di- 
rect or indirect, exercised or 
used by labor in its quest for 
security clauses. In my judg- 
ment, the security provisions 
with this condition faithfully ob- 
served are proper moral matter 
for collective bargaining con- 
tracts.”

New Orleans—(NC)—A spokes- 
man for one of two wholesale dis- 
tributors of comic books in New 
Orleans declared his firm will “do 
all in our power to weed out ex- 
treme cases of sex and violence” 
in the comics it distributes. 


Under two recently passed city 
ordinances, the distributors them- 
selves are charged with full re- 
sponsibility in keeping unaccep- 
table comic books off the market. 


William M. Lucas, Jr., attorney 
for the Louisiana News Company, 
said his firm would examine a 
copy of each comic book each 
month before passing them on to 
the retailers. But as for vouch- 
ing for the purity of comic books, 
he said, “our certificates will say 
that the books ‘in our opinion’ 
meet the requirements of the or- 
dinance. We're not going to take 
it upon ourselves to act as censor 
in borderline cases .. . We are 
going to do our best to cooperate. 
t will be a good-faith effort to 
second-guess what the framers of 
the ordinances had in mind.”

TV Plea For 
Prayer Made 


Ottawa, Canada—(NC)—News of 
the illness of His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII created considerable an- 


xiety in parishes throughout Cana- 
da, where priests and faithful join- 
ed in special prayers for his re- 
covery. 

Canadians of all classes and all 
creeds followed the progress of 
the Holy Father’s illness with grave 
concern. 

An official announcement from 
the Holy See informing him of the 
Pope’s illness was received by 
Archbishop Giovanni Panico. Apo- 
stolic Delegate to Canada, who im- 
mediately sent this message to the 
members of the Canadian hier- 
archy: “The Holy Father gravely 
ill. Recommend him to the prayers 
of Your Excellencies and of the 
clergy and faithful.” 

SHORTLY AFTER receiving the 
message from the Holy See, Arch- 
bishop Panico appeared on the 
Canadian television network to de- 
liver a message in both English 
and French in connection with the 
Pope’s illness. 

“The news concerning the illness 
of the Holy Father,” he said, “has 
caused a profound uneasiness over 
the whole world. The Holy Father 
is suffering a great deal, and de- 
spite the more favorable reports 
of this Friday morning (December 
3), he is still in danger of death. 
I have therefore asked all the Bish- 
ops, clergy, Religious and faithful 
to pray for His Holiness.”
